The reports of the medical officers in the 
sbove-mentioned areas show that the work so 
far accomplished, though as yet » ily 
incem , has been very valuable All see- 
tiens have been roused the sense of their 
responsibility, and there is a growing eager- 
ness to have the work continued and ex- 

THE MAIN DEFECTS, 

While these reports do not show that the 
children of Northern Ireland suffer to any ab- 
normal extent- from physical defects, they 
have brought to light the fact that the exist- 
ence of piysical defects in the children is 
serious enough to justify the employment of 
permanent medical staffs by the local educa- 
tion authorities, and that the defects disclosed 
ere, in the main, capable of easy remedy, to 
the permanent advantage of the children 
throughout their lives. 

The statistics furnished by the medical 
Officers show that the outstanding physica! 
defeets discovered in the children were de- 
fects of eseeight and teeth, diseased tonsils, 
adenoids, and the presence oí vermin. Diseases 
of the skin and ear troubles have also been 
diselosed, but to a smaller degree. It is satis- 
factory to report that the percentage of defects 
such as disease of the heart, nervous diseases, 
and tuberculosis is not great. 


BELFAST’S PROGRESS. 

The report of the Belfast Education Autho- 
rity is a record of steady progress. Branch 
clinics have been establi in various parts 
of the city, Children are examined in the 
public elementary school at the beginning and 
towards the end of their school careers. 
requiring more detailed examination, repeated 
examination; or medical treatment are sent 
to the clinics, Inspections in regard to per. 
sonal cleanliness are conducted by a staff of 
nurses, who usually find it sufficient to notify 
the parents of those children who require at- 
tention, and, at the same time, to indicate 
the proper means of remedy. 

By far the most serious and general defect 
disclosed by inspection was defect of the 
teeth, no less than 58.6 per cent. of the chil- 
dren examined having carious teeth. It is 
difficult. for the education authority to 
this defect without the co-operation of the 
parents, which, unhappily, is often withheld. 

Ear troubles, ander a system of inspection, 
may be expected greatly to diminish, as. most 
of these are remediable, if detected in time. 
From 11 to 19 per cent. of the children 
suffered from enlarged tonsils, enlarged 
glands gi the neck, or adenoids. In all these 
cases thé children received treatment. Twenty 
per cent. of the children suffered from some 
defect of eysesight. Defects such as mal- 
nutrition, diseases of the skin, disease of the 
heart or Jungs, rickets, or other troubles were 
discovered, but the number of cases was less 
than 5 per cent. of the children examined. A 
gratifying feature of the report is the very 
small percentage—less than 1 per cent.—of 
cases of phthisis and tuberculosis of bones 
and glands. 

Other education authorities in Northern 
Ireland are contemplating schemes of medical 
inspection, While the City of Londond 
has not yet adopted a scheme, cod liver oil 
emulsion is distributed to children medically 
certified as suitable cases for this treatment, 
and last year 336. children were so treated, 
In County Tyrone it is proposed to have one 
scheme of medical inspection, embracing the 
five Regional Committees into which the 
county is divided. Similar arrangements are 
contemplated for the counties of Down, 
Armagh and Antrim. |

WORK IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 
The London County Council has lent a very 
fine series Of maps of their housing schemes 


and of the slum areas which have been 
and rebuilt. From New York, 
and Essen and the Ruhr in Germany, 


plans and maps have been received, each » 
which mdicates the big advance that. 
countries have made in providing sapitary 
dwellings and open spaces for recreation, and 
in education and hyzienie. 

Town-planning does not mean ‘red tape 
and interference: it really consists of the 
application of commonsense to what a country 
has got, and: shows the way to make the best 
of it, so as to avoid future inconvenience and 
inefficiency. It is, of coufse, necessary to 
some extent to control individuals who may 
desire to do something detrimental to the 
community ; for instance, a manufacturer who 

laces a factory in a residential neighbour- 

ood, or a builder who develops land and 
makes reads which are too narrow, or intro- 
duces other objectionable features. 
OPEN SPACES. 

One of the most important things is the 
question of parks and open spaces, and by 
town-planning provision may be made for 
them even before the ground necessary for 
them has been built upon. Another impor- 
tant matter is to see that houses are built in 
suitable situations, away from factories and 
from low-lying grounds. 

Mr. Manning Robertson, A.R.1.B.A., who 
has me apr, ! undertaken to be present every 
day of Civic Week in the Hail from noon 
till evening to explain to visitors this 
country’s needs in housing and other matters, 
when interviewed “yesterday, said that the 
important thing about town-planning, hous- 
ing, parks, etc., was to keep the whole in 
view, and not to deal piecemeal with par- 
ticular areas.

We owe the people who 
made those schemes, he said, a very great 
debt of gratitude, and it was up to us to do 
something similar for those who come after 
us. : 
THE DUBLI"I MAPS. 

The maps of Dublin show the archeology 
of the city and its historic sites and buildings, 
the growth of the population, the city’s con- 
gested areas, and plans for Greater Dublin, 
which set out the provision to be made for 
recreation and ucational facilities; the 
existing housing schemes, and the density of 
traffic. 

The town plan for Greater Dublin by 
Messrs. Abercrombie and Kelly, which won 
the prize offered by the Dublin Manicipality, 
is amongst the exhibits, It shows the pro- 
poe parks along the Rivers Dodder and 

olka; and gives the periods of execution 
of the scheme in different degrees of urgency, 
as well as the new central station, which will 
unite all the existing railway termini. 

The Design and Dadestric Association's 
exhibit contains suggestions for advertising 
posters which are both effective and artistic. 

THE SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

A small exhibition of the work of the 
students of the new School of Architecture 
in University College, Dublin, will be shown 
in the Library of the Engineers’ Hall during 
the week, It is a small exhibition, as might 
be expected in the case of a thing that is 
only in its infancy; but it is exceedingly in- 
teresting, when it is remembered that for 
& few years’ past there are signs of a 
renaissance in the art of architecture in Ire- 
land. 

The school, which came into being a little 
over two years ago, is under the control of 
Professor R. M. Butler. The students, now 
numbering about twelve, have to go through 
a five years’ course, of which three are Shick 
time, in the College, and the last two are 
spent in a practising architect's office, with 
part-time attendance at the College. The 
course is the basis of architectural education 
in almost every country in Europe and 
America. Up to the establishment of the 
school the apprenticeship system was the 
education followed in Ireland. One of the 
most promising of Professor Butler’s students 
is &a young lady. 
Visitors to the exhibition must remember 
that they are looking at the work of young 
people, who have been at the most only two 
years in training. Those who are competent 
to form an opinion will agree with the claim 
of Professor Butler, that already the school 
has definitely raised the standard of design 
and draughtsmanship. 

A CEMETERY CHAPEL. 
Among the exhibits is the design for a 
cemetery chapel, for which Mr. Thomas J. 
Carbury, one of the students, was awarded 
the prize offered by the Institute of Archi- 
tects. There is individuality in this design, 
which, for a student, is an excellent approach 
to the old-style of Irish architecture, without 
being a copy. There is also on view the 
measured drawing of the Custom House, for 
which Mr. Carbury secured the Jrish Builder 
prize. 
It is to the account of Civic Week that it 
has brought the school and its work under 
the notice of the Irish public,

CLAIMS OF DISBANDED 
R.LO. PENSIONERS. 


PROPOSAL TO TAKE ADVICE 
OF COUNSEL. 


A largely attended meeting of disbanded 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary was 
held at 33 Lower Gardiner street, Dublin. 

Mr. C. Wade, who presided, said that the 
meeting was called with a view to ascertain- 
ing if they could come within the scheme of 
pensions granted to civil servants and Clerks 
of the Crown and Peace. They thought it 
advisable to get the advice of counsel in the 
matter, and, if that advice was favourable, 
they might pursue the matter further. So 
far as he was aware, Clerks of the Peace got 
pensions for the length of time that they were 
entitled to serve in office, even though they 
had not served the full time when they 
retired. He then read a Press report of a 
decision of Mr. Justice Meredith in the case 
of Clerks of the Crown and Peace, in which 
the judge held that pensions should be cal- 
culated on forty years’ service, and that they 


were entitled to forty-sixtieths of their 
salaries. 
Mr. Murray suggested that .they should 


bring in all the ex-Royal Irish Constabulary 
men in England, in the North of Ireland, and 
elsewhere, and that it would be advisable to 
get into touch with all of these men. Then 
they could make a collection and get counsel's 
opinion, and, if advisable, they could proceed 
with their claim. He thought that it would 
be well if they had the same counsel as 
appeared in the Wigg-Cochrane case. 

After further discussion, a temporary com- 
mittee of three was appointed. 

It was decided to hold a further meeting 
on next Thursday night at 7 o clock.

Civic Week. 


Many aspects of Dublin's Civic Week 
were considered in the Supplement which 
we issued yesterday, but the Week’s pur- 
pose may be put in a sentence. It has 
been devised as a tonic for the people of 
Dublin and the Free State. In the first 
place, the Week which begins to-day will 
administer a physical tonic to Dublin. 
When a man paints and re-papers his 
house and cleans his windows, he imparts 
a new cheerfulness to the domestic com- 
pany. When the process becomes general, 
as to-day in Dublin—when shops are gaily 
dressed, flowers decorate the streets, and 
thousands of spotless windows sparkle in 
the sun—there is a large and most bene- 
ficial uplifting of the public-health. In 


economic tonic. It will advertise the city’s 
resourcés and advantages not only to the 
world, but to the citizens themselves, and 
thus will dispel industrial pessimism. 
Finally, the effects of Civic Week as a 
moral tonic ought to be permanent and 
far-reaching; for its programme has been 
planned to stimulate, very skilfully, a 
pride and a self-respect which the nation’s 
recent troubles have impaired. Dublin 
will be reminded in many fashions during 
the next few days that it is an ancient 
capital with a great history. The colour 
and romance of former centuries will live 
anew in its streets and parks, and the 
tale of its litérary and artistic glories 
will be retold. By these means even the 
most ignorant citizen will learn.two truths 
—that patriotism ought to be a reconcil- 
ing, not a dividing, influence, and that a 
splendid legacy carries high responsibility. 
* Noblesse’ oblige’’ would have been a 
proper motto for Civic Week. The new 
Dublin must pay its debt to the old 
Dublin, and, fortunately, Civic Week “will 
show that already this payment has begun. 
Since the Free State came: into being 
Dublin’s whole government has been trans- 
formed. .No longer the Hecuba of cities, 
it is putting off the dirt and squalor that 
defiled its royal features. Enriched: by a 
proud and ‘storied past, it is responding 
swiftly to the needs of modern civilisa- 
tion, and is adding the efficiency of youth 
to the dignity of age. 

In Civic Week. Dublin .looks . backward 
and forward, and, as it regards the past 
with pride, so it. may contemplate the 
future with hope and courage. It has 
nearly all the assets that a modern city 
could desire. Its geographical position 
| endows it with economic advantages. of the 
first importance. It is the capital of a 
rich agricultural country, and its fine port 
is. the natural outlet for the bulk of that 
country’s exports. It has two universities 
and. is nobly equipped with public build- 
ings) Dublin is, perhaps, the only 
European capital, save Rome, where from 
every street the citizen’s eye can reach 
the spacious freedom of the hills. There

"The election of Canada to a non- 
Permanent seat on the Council of the 
League of Nations comes as a surprise, 
especially ás it is accompanied by the 
failure of Belgium to retain her seat. 
Belgium was one of the retiring members, 
having held a seat for the last three years, 
and in order to qualify for re-election she 
was compelled to test the feelings of the 
Assembly by a special ballot. A two- 
thirds majority was necessary to enable 
her to stand again, and M. Vandervelde, 
the Belgian Foreign Minister, had every 
reason to believe that this majority would 
be obtained. All the Locarno Powers 
were anxious that Belgium should retain 
her: place on the Council. France, 
especially, had promised the Belgian 
Minister her fullest support, and when the 
poll was taken he and his supporters were 
confident of a big majority. Forty-eight 
nations voted, but only twenty-nine sup- 
ported Belgium’s claim, with the result 
that she became ineligible for re-election. 
immediately 
that he did not interpret the Assembly's 
vote as a slight on Belgium, but as an 
expression of principle. This statement 
was applauded warmly. The whole 
Assembly would have liked to see 
Council, but the 


determined that the principle of rotation 
should be observed. They object to the 
attempts that have been made by the Great 
Powers to éstablish semi-permanent seats 
on the League's Council, If, they argue, 
sitting members can be re-elected time and 
again, the smaller States never will get a 
chance; and for that reason they voted 
solidly against the Belgian claim. This 
display of independence proves to the world 
that the smaller Powers are not. mere 
creatures of their stronger colleagues, and 
ought to do much to create confidence in 
the League among those States which still 
hesitate to join it. 7 

Canada’s election is of great importance. 
In the first place; it gives the British 
Empire, which hitherto has had only ene 
vote on the Council, an additional seat, 
and, secondly, it gives international 
recognition to Canada’s 
co-equal partner in the British Commcen- 
wealth. Last year the Irish Free State 
tried to win this recognition by applica- 
tion for a seat on the Council of the 
League, but was defeated. Now there 
can be no longer any talk of Dominion 
inferiority at Geneva or anywhere else. 
As a member of the Council, Canada, 
during her term of office, will be. on 
equal terms with all the Great Powers. 
This fact has a special significance for 
the people of the Free State, some of 
whom still are foolish enough to. believe 
that Dominion status is something inferior 
to full nationhood. Speaking in South 
Africa last week, General Hertzog, the 
Prime Minister of the Union, declared 
that all good South Africans were. fully 
satisfied with their position as citizens of 
the British Commonwealth. Little more 
than a year ago General Hertzog was 
talking gravely of complete separation 
from Great Britain, and he came to the 
Imperial Conference in London last 
October determined to do everything in 
his power to weaken the imperial connec- 
tion. While he was in London, however, 
he came to realise that complete freedom 
could be achieved within the four corners 
of the British Commonwealth. This view 
was impressed on kim by the work of Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins, and it hardly is an 
exaggeration to say that Canada owes her 
seat on the Council of the League of 
Nations to-day to the exertions of the Free 
State Minister in London. The Free 
State’s turn has not yet come for a 
seat on the Council, but, now that Canada 
has been elected, .its ultimate election is 
assured. No prouder status could be won 
than that which the British Dominions 
enjoy. Nobody but a fool would wish to 
change it.

Tests for Motorists. 


Steadily the realisation grows that the 
present system, by which persons physi- 
cally defective are granted licences to 
drive motor..vehicles, is overdue for re- 
form. “People who have no ability to 
estimate distances, much less speed, are 
given. driving licences in this country,” 
said Dr. L. S. Palmer, at the International 
Optical Congress at Oxford on Thursday ; 
and he went on somewhat unkindly to 
point his case by saying: “I know some- 
one at this Congress who is driving a! car 
and is not competent. to do so.” Another 
speaker declared that the number of 
drivers in every large city who, on account 
of their imperfect vision, were unsuitable 
for driving, was very high. It ought to be 
required, he said, that drivers of defective 
vision should wear spectacles—not- of the 
pince-nez type—and drivers found in 
charge of a car without the optical equip- 
ment prescribed on their licence ought to 
be punished for driving without due re- 
.to safety. In. view of the -introduc- 


status as a 


ought to disqualify the sufferer for pos- 
session of a driving licence, These. re- 
commendations have. an urgency: in

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The Zuyder Zee—Holland’s i! 
has.an area as large as that of the County 
In 1918 a scheme for the draining 


built from the island of Wieringen in 4 
north-easterly direction to the Friesland 
shore, a distance of 30 kilometres. This 
will enclose the greater part of the Zuyder 
Zee. Four areas, called “ polders,’’ 
amounting together to some 500,000 acres, 
will be reclaimed within this enclosure, 
leaving a central freshwater lake. One 
of the most presperous districts in Holland 
is composed of ‘‘ polderland.’’ ‘It is that 
triangular piece of country lying between 
Leyden, Haarlem and Amsterdam—an 
area of 45;000 acres, now supporting 4 
population of 24,000 souls. This district 
was reclaimed in the second quarter of the 
last century at a cost of ‘over £1,000,000. 
Three-quarters of the expenditure was 
recovered by the sale of reclaimed land to 
peasants, so that the State acquired a 
substantial increase: of territory fer the 
small cost of.a quarter of a million 
pounds. It will be observed that, while 
the Haarlem Lake polder cost £10 an acre 
to reclaim, the land recovered from the 
The 
actual gain to the nation, however, will be 
incalculable. ' While’ Holland calls in the 
supreme. resources of engineering scienc° 
to wring land from the sea for cultivation 
by her industrious people, Ireland's diffi- 
culty is to induce her people to remain on 
an abounding. and fruitful soil.

President Cosgrave and Mr. Sean 
French, the retiring Fianna Fail member 
of the Dail,. were each elected on their 
prelevence votes in the Cork Borough 
constituency. The President's poll of 
17,305 is the highest on record.in the Cork 
City constituency, being 244 more than 
the previous record -set by Mr. J. J. 
Walsh in the 1923 general election. 

Some idea of the vast difference which 
the President’s nomination made in the 
present contest in this division may be 
gathered from the fact that his poll is 
more than double that of the late Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs in the last 
veneral election. — This. striking tribute 
to President Cosgrave. is all the more 
remarkable in view-of the shortness of. the 
campaign and the few meetings he. was 
able to address here owing to his strenuous 
activities throughout the remainder of the 
Iree State. . 

AWAITING THE RESULT. 

The result. was awaited with the keenest 
interest: in all parts of the city, and from 
an early hour crowds assembled in the 
vicinity of the Sharman Crawford Insti- 
tute. where the count took place, under 
the supervision of Mr. Frank Hanrahan, 
City Sub-Sheriff, 

When the figures were announced at a 
late hour there were at least five thou- 
sand people outside: the building.

Seale eS were received regard- 
ing the return of ‘the machine to the 
| coast of Ireland, but the following account 
is an accurate log of the journey up to 
the time of landing :— 

The aviators left the coast of Ireland at 
2.61 p.m. and at 2.25 passed over 
the Aran Islands. They- then. set their 
course for Newfoundland. . The weather 
was exceptiorially bad, and the machine 
was forced down to fifty feet from the 
water. The range of visibility at this 
time was restricted to a few yards. There 
was a ‘heavy, driving rain, and the wind 
was estimated at forty miles an hour. 
It was very “ bumpy:”’ 

At 4.58 p.m. Captain McIntosh and 
Commandant Fitzmaurice decided to turn 
back, as it was impossible to steer any 
sort of compass course, and in the circum- 
stances it’ would have been suicidal to 
continue the journey. They then opened 
No. 4 petrol tank to lighten the machine. 


'” BACK TO THE COAST. 


At 6.20 p.m. Captain McIntosh and 
Commandant: Fitzmaurice reached the 
coast, but owing to the very low clouds 
it was impossible to get in over the land. 
They followed the coast to the. South, 
flying only thirty feet above water. 

Rounding: Loop Head they flew into the 
estuary of the Shannon, and after thirty- 
five minutes landed on a stretch of sand 
near Ballybunion at 6.55 p.m. 

The landing was made “with great skill, 
and the machine was undamaged. 

The airmen got three hundred miles out 
from Baldonnel before they decided to 
turn back... They stayed in Ballybunion 
last night.. They had the Princess Xenia 
run up on the beach as far as possible 
and protected from the weather so far as 
the circumstances permitted. 

Civic Guards watched the ‘machine all 
night. 

It is not known yet what action will 
be taken: by Captain McIntosh or Com- 
mandant Fitzmaurice, but as their 
machine is ‘‘O.K.” she will probably be 
flown back to Baldonnel. 

Captain Piercey and engineers are pro- 
ceeding: by* motor car to Ballybunion, 
travelling all night. 


‘THE START. 
“.4 WONDERFUL TAKE 
OFF.” 

Captain McIntosh and Commandant J. 
C. Fitzmaurice left Baldonnel Aerodrome 
in the Princess Xenia, at 1.36 p.m. yester- 
day. . 

They decided late on Thursday night to 
start yesterday, ‘if the weather report was 
favourable. All night: mechanics were at 
work 'on the Princess Xenia, putting the 
finishing touches to engine and machine.

NAVIGATION THE CHIEF 
DIFFICULTY. 


Speaking to an Irish Times reporter 
just after. the, Princess Xenia had left 
Baldonnel; Captain Piercey, A.F.C., who 
has been in charge of the arrangements 
for the flight, said :'—“It is a lead “ff 
my heart to see them get such a success!ul 
start. It means so much to them. She 
behaved wonderfully.” 

“Will you give your expert version. of 
the start?’’ he was asked. 

“Well,” he replied, with a laugh, “ihe 
crew entered the machine in a perfectly 
cheerful mood. 1 said ‘Au Revoir’ to 
them, and they said ‘Cheerio.’ After a 
final. chat. with Captain “McIntosh, who 
was in control of. the machine for the 
‘take-off, regarding the manner of his 
start in utilising the run at his disposal, 
I got out of the machine, preceded it 
for about one hundred yards, and gave 
McIntosh- the word to start... He 
mancuvred the machine on to the run- 
way perfectly and according to pre- 
arranged signals. Thus he started on his 
trans-Atlantic fiight with the good augury 
of a perfect ‘ take-off.’ The machine left 
the ground within the estimated distance, 
a real test of the efficiency of the Bristol 
Jupiter engine. 


THE FINAL SIGNAL. 

“ The last reassuring signal we had from 
him as the machine was disappearing on 
her pre-determined compass course was a 
white Verey light fired from the machine, 
indicating that, with the terrific load she 
carried, they were able to throttle the 
engine down to cruising conditions within 
two minutes of the ‘take-off —the 
moment she became ‘airboard.’ The la 
we saw of the Xenia was when she wih 
making vefy good headway into the west. 

“At this peint, as you know, two of 
the Free ‘State machines took the air to 
accompany her to the west coast and to 
wish her a flying ‘ God-speed © 

Captain Piercey was next questioned re- 
garding the weather conditions for the 
flight. 

“Quite a number of people,” he said, 
“have adopted the attitude that after a 
certain date—the end of August—it is 
practically impossible to fly the Atlantic 
from East to West. We simply waited 
for a favourable weather report giving 
us the desired factor of safety on the 
range of the machine, as calculated and 
proved by a series of tests. On the 
strength of the weather forecast—in which 
we have faith—the Princess Xenia ‘has 
departed on this East to West flight with 
a safety factor of 40 per cent. on the 
duration period of the petrol and oil 
carried. 

MARGIN OF SAFETY. 

“This flight is not’ being made with 
purpese of flying non-stop from 
New.

The methods of. communication are quite 
good. 

“On the other hand, there is a perfectly 
good bay close by, on which flying boats— 
which, in the future, will be utilised on 
this flight—counld alight and ‘take-off,’ 
with considerable shelter from the rough 
Atlantic sea conditions.”’ 


THE CHIEF DIFFICULTY. 


“You know, Captain Piercey was next 
asked, “that public opinion was against 
stich flights.*’ 

“Yes,” was his answer, “ many voices 
have been raised. in protest against 
Atlantic flichts ; doubtless, they have been 
sincere. But the fact is. that, inasmuch 
as Atlantic conditions cannot be produced 
overland, it is essential, if we are to con- 
tinue the development of aviation, that 
first of all we must conquer the Ati “tic.

COTTON 


“MEN ACED 
BY SPECULATORS. 


SIR CHARLES MACARA’S 
PROPOSED REMEDY, 


EMPLOYERS MERT IN 
COON FERENCE,

Sir Charles Macara, in a special message 
to the Press Association, states :'—'' The 
future of the cotton industry is ‘overclouded 
by unscrupulous gambling in the raw 
material. American cotton is now double the 
price it was nine months ago. 

The remedy lies in the steps we took in 
1903 to defeat a deliberate attempt by 
notorious speculators in America to ' corner 
the whole crop of the Southern States and 
hold the industry to ransom. By a scheme 
of curtailing consumption, which I proposed, 
and which was adopted in this and other 
countries, we forced the gamblers to throw 
their cotton on the market. If we fought 
the speculators of to-day with this weapon 
the same result would be produced. 

Entirely wrong ideas are held by many, 
of the competition which the English cotton 
industry has to face from abroad. Facts 
that are always overlooked are—that the 
cost of building and equipping cotton mills 
in America and in the Far East is 100 per 
cent. higher than in England, and in Europe 
50 to 60 per cent. higher. In some countries 
wages are lower than here, but more opera- 
tors are needed to do the work, so that the 
total wage bill is much higher than is gene- 
rally supposed,

NEW YORK COTTON 
ALARM. 


DEPARTMENT BLAMED FOR 


BREAK IN PRICES. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

It is now officially admitted that the pre- 
diction of lower cotton prices, which yester-” 
day caused some excitement in the New} 
‘York Cotton Market, and led to a.consider- 
‘able fall in prices, was actually made in the 
Jas, report of the Bureau of Economics on 

trend of farm prices. Virtually the same 
prediction was, it is pointed out, made in 
the report issued last month, when, however, 
the market was not as sensitive as it is 
to-day. 

It was indicated at the office of Mr. Jar- 
dine, the Secretary of Agriculture, that in 
all probability no more reports of the trend 
of ba prices wiil be issued. Officials ex- 
pressed the opinion that, although long range 
indications were helpful to farmers, they also 
might be put to harmful use by speculators, 
ai until the public Lad been better educated 
to the purpose of the statements in question 
it would appear advisable that they should 
te discontinued. 

So many protests have reached the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture as the result of the de- 
moralisation of the cotton market yesterday, 
that at the conclusion of a Cabinet meet- 
ing this afternoon he promised the fullest 
investigation into the affair. Officials of the 
Department of Agriculture, however, em- 
phasised that there was nothing new or 
startling in the forecast, and asked why 
speculators did not take advantage of the 
prediction when it was issued in almost 
similar language in the August report. They 
added that yesterday’s slump was — chiefly 
caused by the wunwarrantable prominence 
given to one particular phrase of the report, 
and that, had the ‘‘ticker’’ cartied the 
whole text, the market would have avoided 
such a drastic. reaction. 

Southern cotton growers are especially 
irate. One Mississippi member of Corigress 
writes to Mr. Jarding saying: “Your de- 
partment has again betrayed the Southern 
cotton farmers ”; while another Senator from 
Georgia declares that the break in prices 
has cost the Southern planters a hundred 
million dollars, and he described the author 
of the forecast as either a knave or a fool.—
